Grant, in the Senate yesterday. Mr. Vest, 
the Bourbon Senator from Missourl, ob- 
jected. Mr. Bayard thought the bil! should 
be postponed, in view of the probable pas- 
sage of a bill for pensioning ex-Presidents, 
Gen. Logan commented severely on the con- 
duct of those Senators who opposed a bill 
making provision for the great Captain of 
the loyal legions of the Nation, pointed out 
that England had munificently rewarded her 
great military Captain, Wellington, and her 
great naval Captain, Nelson, and urged that 
it was meet and just that the American Na- 
tion should reward the greater service ren- 
dered it by the most illustrious soldier of 
the age. Ben Hill spoke some words of 
eulogy on Gen. Grant, and said that the 
suceess of the Federal troops was owing 
solely to Gen. Grant, but still he was not pre- 
pared to vote for the bill. Vest then made a 
long speech, during which he repeatedly pro- 
tested that the South was loyal, but he could 
not, as a representative of that section and a 
Democrat, vote for the bill. He thought the 
Republican party ought to care for Gen. 
Grant, to whom he alluded as one of the 
political corpses of the Chicago Convention. 
Senajor Logan replied to Vest’s speech, and 
showed that the Democrats had placed on the 
retired list men who had resigned their com- 
missionsat the outbreak of the Civil War. The 
morning hour having expired, Senator Logan 
asked for further time for the ‘consideration 
of the bill, but the Democrats objected. A 
vote was taken, and consideration was post- 
poned by a vote of 28 to 25. The vote was a 
party one, except that McPherson, Lamar, 
and Davis (III.) voted with the Republicans. 


Ir is not Judge Fitzgerald’s fault if Par- 
nell, Dillon, and their fellow-traversers are 
not found guilty.

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 


The Question of Their Consolidation 
Being Canvassed in Ohio—The Sub- 
ject Will Probably Receive Consid- 
eration at the Hands of the State 
Legisiature.

CoLumacs, O., Jan. 24.— The telegraph con- 

solidation scheme has created a decided 
opposition already, and the outiook is not at 
all favorable to those who have been of the 
opinion that the consolidation could be pre- 
vented in this State by legislative enact- 
ment. During the day a number of the 
General Assembly have been in consultation 
with Attorney-General Nash. The latter de- 
clined to give an opinion to-day, as he ex- 
pects to be called upon by the General As- 
sembly for one within a few days. It is 
found, however, that there can be nothing 
done in this State to checkmate the consoli- 
dation, and the Legislature is rendered pow- 
erless by its own enactment of last winter 
and the constitutional provision ot 
non-interference with vested rights. 
The whole matter turns on 
the Hollaway bill of last winter. It will be 
remembered that, when the Hollaway bill 
was introduced last winter, there was a great 
flutter in telegraph circles over it. It was

It was looked upon as a great 
measure for the people, as it specifically pro- 
vided that no company should have 
the exclusive right of way along 
any railroad or other thoroughfare for tele- 
graph purposes, and that, when one com- 
pany could not send a dispatch the full dis- 
tance, it should be taken at prorata rates by 
such other company that had lines for the 
rest of the distance. These were the reliev- 
ing qualities of the bill that were heralded 
abroad.

New York, Jan. 24.—The annual report of 
the Board of Commissioners of Emigration 
of this State for the year 1880 was forwarded 
to the Legislature to-night. The Commis- 
sioners say the business of the Department 
was heavier and more extensive last year 
than in any previous one since the Board 
was established. This was due to the ex- 
traordinary influx of immigration, the largest 
on record, and it resulted in overtaxing the 
resoure.s of the Board to provide for this 
great mass of people. As a rule, the immi- 
grants who came into the port were in a bet- 
ter physical and financial condition than those 
who have arrived in preceding years. Re-

on the sales in Castle Garden of emigrant 
transportation tickets, the Commissioners 
express a fear that they will fail in suppress- 
ing the system unless special legislation is 
afforded to aid their efforts, and they there- 
fore ask the Legislature to frame and pass 
an act on the subject. ‘rhe entire number 
of passengers who came into New York 
from foreign ports was 372,880. The in- 
crease of arrivals for 1880 over those of 
1879 was 186,611. Of the total immigrant 
arrivals, 112,119 went to the Western States 
and 63,368 to the Eastern States, while 17, 
561 remained in New York State. The 
Southern States drew but 6,497, and Canada 
1,627. The distribution of immigrants in 
some 9 States was as follows: Lilinois, 
82,641 ; isconsin, 9,847; Ohio, 13,869; 
Iowa, 7,649; Minneso 12,640; Nebraska, 
4,237; Michigan, 11,308; Kansas, 3,546. 


UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


ANOTHER SCHEME OF GOULD AND VANDER- 
BILT. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 24.—It was reported this 
morning that a transaction involving the con- 
trol of the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
had taken place last week. ‘The parties 
to it were Jay Gould and William H. 
Vanderbilt. These men had, as the 
story went, within ten days agreed 
upon another scheme which increased the 
stock of a telegraph company $40,000,000, and 
there are many who believe the latest trans- 
action to be part of that great operation. For 
some years Jay Gould has controlled the 
Union Pacific Railroad. The control of the 
road would make Mr. Vanderbilt virtually 
master of a railroad from New York to San 
Francisco. It did not take these capitalists 
long to agree upon a plan which would re- 
sult in 

FURTHERING THE INTERESTS OF BOTH. 
The consolidation of the telegraph compa- 
nies which has been published heretofore 
was the first part of the scheme, and on last 
Tuesday Mr. Vanderbilt, as alleged, pur- 
chased from Mr. Gould every share of his 
stock in the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. When asked about the matter 
today Mr. Gould said the rumor 
must refer to some other Gould. A promi- 
nent broker whose relations with Mr. Gould 
are well known, when spoken to regarding 
the alleged transfer of Union Pacific stock 
by that gentleman, said: “The story is not 
correct. Only a day or so ago one of Mr. 
Gould’s brokers offered to loan me any 
amount of Union Pacific stock I needed. 
This would go to show that 

GOULD HAS PLENTY 

of this stock on hand and has not parted 
with it as has been stated. It is my opinion, 
and I believe I know whereof I speak, that 
no one man has a controlling interest in 
Union Pacific stock at this time. Vanderbilt 
has a large amount, say 30,000 to 60,000 shares, 
Gould quite as much, Sidney Dillon 36,000, 
and August Belmont from 10,000 to 25,000. 
The other shares are held by different parties 
East and West.” Other gentlemen equally 
well posted corroborated the information 
given by the broker referred to, but ex- 
pressed the belfef that Vanderbilt was mak- 
ing a strong effort to secure a controlling in- 
terest in the great transcontinental road, and 
would undoubtedly succeed in his pet 
scheme.

NO COMPROMISE—THE COURTS OR MOODY 
AND SANKEY MUST SETTLE THE DIFFI-: 


recs New York Sun, Jan. 2. 

It was reported yesterday afternoon that a 
Western Union pole had fallen and nearly 
killed Mr. Rufus Hatch, of Wall street, who 
was riding up town in a landaulet, driven by 
Mr. Upton Jenkins, of Park avenue, and 
built by Messrs. Brewster & Co., of Broome 
street. Mr. Rufus Hatch, of Wall street, 
however, was found in his cozy library last 
evening, smoking a fragrant Havana and 
rocking himself in a rustic chair. You may 
say,” he said, that I have had as yet no 
narrow escape from death. I have seen a 
great many wires lying around loose in the 
streets to-day, but [am unable to tell whether 
they belong to the Western Union Company 
or to Edison’s electric light.” 

“There are reports,” we said, that you 
have brought your suit against the Western 
Union Company in the interests of Mr. Jay. 
Gould, with the object of forestalling any 
other suits of a similar nature.” 

“TI saw that statement in the Graphic,” 
Mr. Hatch replied. 

“IT IS FALSE FROM A TO E. 

If you doubt it, go and ask Gould. My af- 
fidavit sets forth the cause of the suit. The 
suit has passed out of my hands, and is now 
before the Supreme Court. I have no further 
control over it. If Gould and Vanderbilt 
should bring down all their chromos, litho- 
graphs, photo-lithographs, gift enterprises, 
and undiscovered railroads, and Vanderbilt 
should turn over his hundred millions of 
Government bonds, and ask Mr. Earl, my 
cashier, to count them, they could not stop 
this suit. It cannot be discontinued unless 
the courts decide that I am wrong and they 
are right.“ 

It is also sald,” we remarked, that you 
have brought this suit with the object of 
forcing a compromise for your personal 
benefit, without regard to the interests of 
other holders of American Union stock.” 

„My interest is the same as the interest of 
every other stockholderof American Union,” 
Mr. Hatch answered. “It was understood, 
if there ever was any consolidation between 
the Companies, that American Union was to 
be taken in with the Western Union, 

STOCK FOR STOCK. 

The insiders, however, sold their stock be- 
fore the proposition for a consolidation was 
made public, and bought up all the Western 
Union stock on the street at about 80, thus 
changing their interests and taking an undue 
advantage of the remaining stockholders in 
the American Union. After this was done 
Vanderbilt proposed the consolidation and the 
injection of $15,000,000 of water ina Company 
already more than two-thirds water. This ad- 
ditional stock is evidently to be saddled on the 
street for Vanderbilt’s own benefit. The in- 
siders were taken in before the watering, and 
the outsiders, like innocent lambs, are left 
outin the cold until after the consolidation 
and the water-pot. I make no more preten- 
sions to Wall street virtue than any other 
man, but when partners begin to cheat each 
other it is time that Moody and Sankey or 
the courts were called in to settle the differ - 
ences. I must say, however, that I deeply 
regret that Mr. Gould finds himself com- 
pelled to associate in a business transaction 
with Mr. Vanderbilt.” | 

„But,“ we said, “if I remember aright 
Mr. Gould was once associated with the old 
Commodore in a business transaction.“ 

“You forget that there is a

THE OBELISK. 
PUTTING IT UP. 3 

Owing to the prevalence on Saturday of a 
storm which entirely isolated New York, a 
telegraphic account of the erection of the 
obelisk’"was rendered impracticable. ‘The 
following is the Herald’s description: — 

There was no formality. No wearying cere- 
mony drew impolite expletives from a waiting 
multitude. Commander Gorringe waved his 
bandkerchief as the signal, and seven minutes 
later the obelisk stood at a perpendicular. The 
Commander and his subordinates were on the 
ground by 10 o'clock, making tne final prepara- 
tions. The platform that had been prepared for 
those who bad cards of invitation was covered 
with ice from the snowfall of Friday night, and 
while some laborers were chopping away the ice 
others were taking down the last of the enor- 
mous timbers that had supported the monolith. 


ne huge stone was suspended at a horizontal on 
Hts 
10 


trunnions, the pyramidon pointing straight 
the west, From a point about a foot from 
the pyramidon large wire cables were carried 
over a bridge that had been made on the obe- 
lisk, resembling the bridge of a fiddle, and these 
cables éxtended down o the base, where they 
were made fast. 
THESE CABLES 

were a precautionary measure against the, pos- 
sible breaking of the stone under its own 
weight while suspended at the centre of gravity. 
To insure safety after the huge stone had been 
raised to a perpendicular, copper clamps, that 
had been 80 cast from plaster molds that they 
fitted into the hieroglypbics, were bound around 
the obelisk near its base, and from these up to 
the plates of the trunnions that supported the 
stone were run several steel rods that had been 
secured to both the clamps and the trunnion 
plates by means of a large turnbuckle. Thus 
equipped, the obelisk could not slip after it hud 
been set upright until the Commander gave the 
order to loosen the turnbuckle and let the 


200 TONS OF SYENE GRANIT 
slip down and rest on its pedestal. Chains and 
wire and bemp ropes were suspended from both 
the base and near the apex of the monolith, 
all secured to windlasses, to bold the stone 
under perfect control from the instant it 
began to move until it reached an up- 
right position. Some parts of the tramway on 
which it was carried up to the bight where it 
rested—about sixty feet above the pedestal— 
were still standing, to be utilized in case of acci- 
dent, and ladders stood against the steel derricks 
that supported the trunnions. These trunnions 
are eighteen inches in diameter, and are proba- 
bly the largest axles ever made. 
SOME OF THOSE WHO WERE INVITED. 

The first noticeable indication of an event of 
importance in the park was the arrival, at balf- 
past 10 o'clock, of Capt. Beaty at the head of the 
park police. These marched with military pre- 
cision down the East Side Drive to a point due 
west of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and 
thence they were distributed along the drives 
and paths, and thereafter all the vehicles in the 
drive were stopped about 200 yards distant from 
the site of the obelisk. Thus all the spate 
within a radius of 600 feet was reserved for visit- 
itors on foot, 


MRS. GORRINGE, 

the Commander's mother, arrived about 11 
o'clock, but was persuaded to take shelter un- 
der the friendly roof of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, as there was yet an hour to wait, 
and the air was raw and the platform damp and 
cold. Many others of the gentler sex were on 
the ground long before noon, and some of them 
found warmth for half an hour in the Museum. 
At 11:30 all the workmen descended the ladders, 
and a photographer caught in bis camera a neu- 
ative of the obelisk as it rested ata horizontal, 
poised on its trunnions. The public now began 
to pour into the park through the Eighty-second 
street entrance, and fifteen minutes later Lieut.- 
Commander W. H. Whiting, at the head of a bat- 
talion from the United States ships Minnesota 
and Powhatan, marched up the East Side Drive 
and formed in aQollow square east of the site of 
the obelisk. There were 170 marines, under 
command of Capt. Bishop, and 180 sajlors, com- 
manded by uts. McLittle and Grimes.

Thotmes III. erected the obelisk at the en- 
trance to the Tewpie of the Sun, in Heliopolis, 
more than 3.500 years ago. Two centuries luter 
KRameses II. employed the reporters of bis times 
to carve bis greatness on the stone, and twenty- 
three years before Christ Augustus Cesar moved 
it to Alexandria, and set it up at the Cwsarium, 
a palace that has gone to ruin, and in our times 
is merely one of the walls of a marble-yard. In 
that yard, near the station of the railroad to 
Cairo, Mr. W. H. Hurlbert found it when the Suez 
Canal was opened. He persuaded the Khedive 
of Egypt to present it the City of New York, 
through the Government of the United States, 
and a contract was nearly perfected with Jobn 
Dixon, who had transported the mate of this 
obelisk to London, to bring it to New York tor 
$75,000, but the negotiations feli through, and 
Lieut.-Commander Gorringe, then commanding 
the Gettysburg, having taken careful observa- 
tions in the Mediterranean, expressed his will- 
ingness to do the work. Thereupon. the Secre- 
tary of the Navy assigned him to the State De- 
partment.

the stone from hemisphere to hemisphere has 
been much in excess of $75,000. The Commander 
shipped the trunnions on which the obelisk 
swung yesterday from Trenton, N. J., to Egypt, 
and took the stene down. He sailed with it for 
New York on the 12th of June last and arrived 
‘on the Wth of July, the length of the passage 
being due to a broken shaft. His steamer, the 
Dessoug, was drawn up on the Marine Railway 
on Staten Isiand, and the obelisk was run out of 
her forecastie and placed on pontoons, which 
were towed up New York harbor on the after- 
noon of the 16th of September last. The stone 
was carried across the Hudson River Railroad 
track at Ninety-sixth street without stopping a 
train.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 24.—At the Methodist 
ministers’ meeting to-day a committee was 
appointed, consisting of Dr. Leonard, Dr. 
tldgeway, and the Rev. Mr. Pierson, to draw 
up resolutions in opposition to the establish- 
ment of an operatic department at the Col- 
lege of Music. The Committee presented 
resolutions which took strong grounds 
against the action of the Trustees in starting 
this department, and declared it was a breach 
of faith on their part, to which it was the 
duty not only to object, but demand that it 
be done away with. When the College of 
Music Was started it was the express un- 
derstanding that it should be a place 
where everybody could go and enjoy music 
in its highest and purest form; but the 
Trustees, with George Wards Nichols at their 
head, were endeavoring to introduce feat- 
ures into the College objection ble to the 
best class of citizens, many of whom lent their 
aid in establishing the College. What was sup- 
posed to be a school for the study of music 
was now being turned into a feeder of operas 
and theatres, If this would be allowed 
to go on, the College of Musie 
would stand at one end of a chain 
which is connected with the variety 
shows. at the other end by a series of links 
composed of theatres and operas of all de- 
scriptions. Such an outrage on the faith 
and confidence of the community should be 
denounced, and this opposition could origin- 
ate in no better place than a Methodist min- 
isters’ meeting. 

The resolution called outa warm discus- 
sion, but every one who spoke strongty 
favered the resolution and cenounced the 
action of the Trustees of the College of Mu- 
sic in taking the liberties of chauging the 
object of the College and degrading it in the 
estimation of at least the religious portion of 
the community. The resviution was finally 
adopted unanimously by a risun vote,

THE TAX FORGERIES, 


Eaton’s Case Continued Till Thursday 
— Hancke Stiil at Large. 

The arrest of Charles Eaton, the tax agent, on 
a warrant sworn out by County-Clerk Klokke, 
hus already been mentioned in Tus TRIBUNE. 
He remained in the Armory Sunday night, and 
yesterday morning was taken before Justice 
Kaufmann, sitting in the North Side Police 
Court. The case, however, was continued at the 
request of the prosecution until Thursday 
morning, bail being fixed at $3,000, which Eaton 
gaye, Pat Edgworth, bis brother-in-law, and 
Ald.

Whether he has done so or not it 
is difficult to tell, but that he is hiding is evident, 
for two detectives and two Deputy Sheriffs have 
been hunting for him since Saturday mght 
without ascertaining his whereabouts. 

It seems that when Mr. Klokke went before 
the Grand Jury Saterday and told them of the 
evidence he had gotten together, they saw that 
the investigation would be a long one, and sug- 
gested to him that be cause warrants to be is- 
sued and have the two men arrested and put 
under bonds so that they would be forthcoming 
when wanted. Otherwise, if the investigation 
went on, the papers might get hold of damaging 
testimony, and Eaton and Rancke might con- 
clude that they had better take a trip to Canada. 
Accordingly, Mr. Klokke consulted Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Baker, and the latter drew up 
a formal complaint which charged them with 
Conspiracy to do an illegal act injurious to the 
trade, morals, police, and administration of pub- 
lic justice by altering, erasimg, and defacing the 
minutes, documents, and books of a public offi- 
cer, to Wit: the Clerk of Cook County.”

BOARDS OF TRADE. 

Chisholm, of Kane, introduced an impor- 
tant bill, conferring additional powers upon 
Boads of Trade.

The President of the Board shail have 
power and autbority to administeroaths, and the 
acting Chairman of either of said cominittees, 
when sitting as arbitrators, tay’ administer 
oaths to = and witnesses. and issue sub- 
poenas and attachments, compelling the attend- 
ance of witnesses the same as Justices of the 
Peace, and in like manner directed to any Con- 
stable to execute. When any submission shall 
have been made in writing, and a final award 
obtained from either of said committees, 
then, on filing such award and written 
submission with the clerk of any court of 
record of the county wherein the said Board of 
Trade is located, an execution may issue upon 
such award as if it were a judgment rendered 
in such Court, and such award shall thenceforth 
have the force and effect of such a judgment, 
and shall be entered by the Clerk upon the judg- 
ment docket of said Court. 
OTHER BILLS. 

Morris, of Hardin, introduced a bill pro- 
viding for service or non-resident tax- 
dodgers. 

The same reformer introduced a bil! la- 
beled, ** An act to define and punish indecent 
assaults woon females.” It provides that 
any male person of the age of 14 
years and upwards, who shall pro- 

ose or offer to _ carnally know any 
female within the State against her will. 
shall be deemed guilty of an indecent as- 
sault, and, upon conviction, shall be fined 
anywhere from 850 to $1,000, or confined in 

County Jail not longer than six months, 
or suffer both penalties in the discretion of 
the Court. 

Petrie, of Mercer, introduced a bill appar- 
entiy concocted for the sole benefit of the 
Supreme Court reporter, who at present is 
reimbursed for his labors to the tune of 86. 
000 salary, to say nothing of an extra $6,000, 
or thereabouts, which he secures from the 
State by selling it the Supreme Court reports 
at the rate of 82.25 nfigce. The new bill is 
apparently designed to um aut, and pre- 
veut him from becoming a poor man. It ant 
vides, ih brief, that the State shall 
take a large additional num- 
ber of reports to be distributed 
as follows: Five copies to the library of Con- 
gress: one to the President of the United 
States; one to each State and ‘Territorial 
library; one to each Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois: one to each Judge of the 
Circuit Court in Idigpis: one to each Judge 
of the County Court in Illinois: one to each 
Judge of the Superior Court of Cook County: 
one to the Judge of each City Court in IIli- 
nois; one to each Clerk of Courts of Record in 
Illinois: one to each Law Institute in Lilinois; 
one to each State officer required to reside at 
the seat of Government; five in each library 
of the peregrinating Supreme Court of III 
nois; and twenty copies in the State Library 
for the use of the State. In addition to all 
this, it empowers the Secretary of State 
to purchase a sufficient number of the 
official edition of State reports, published 
since Vol. No, 62, and each and every volume 
which may be hereafter, published for said 
purpose. Said books are to be paid for by 
the State Auditor ont of funds to be ap- 
propriated for the purpose. The price per 
volume of sdid reports, subsequent to Vol. 

shall not exceed $3.50. All volumes 
which may be published after this act takes 
effect shall be furnished at a price not ex- 
ceeding 32.25. per volume, and are to be de- 
livered at the oflice of the Secretary of State. 

The reporter of said decisions shall receive 
as his campensation $6,000 per annum, and 
shall perform such duties as the Supreme 
Court shall direct. An innocent clause of 
forfeiture is inserted to the effect that part of 
the official salary shall be forfeited un- 
less the reporter publishes his work within 
four months after a sufficient number of de- 
cisions is rendered to make a volume, unless 
the Supreme Court shall certify that the 
failure was occasioned by no fault of the re- 
porter. Ile shall supply all demands at a 
price not exeeeding #2.25 per volume. In no 
event shall the State be liable for any portion 
of thé cost of printing and publishing said 
reports, but the entire expense thereof shall 
be paid by the reporter, The entire bill will 
repay watching.

IS CHARLIE ROSS ALIVE? 


Release of Westervelt, the Brother-in- 
Law of Mosher, from the Hastern 
Penitentlary in PhiladeclIphia—The 
Story of His Connection with the 
Case, 


New York Herald, Jan. 73. 

Willian’ w. Vestervelt, who in 1875 was sen- 
tenced to seven yeers’ imprisonment in the 
Eastern Penitentiary, Philadelphia, on the 
charge of conspiracy to kidnap Charlie Ross, was 
released on Thursday morning last from that 
institution. In reply to a reporter of the Phila- 
deiphia Times, who asked bim if he thought 
Charlie Ross was dead, he is reported to have 
said: “Why should 1? I bave never beard of 
his death, and neither have you. If the people 
who bad him were enabied to keep him for sev- 
erai months without being discovered, why 
couldn't they haye kept him for years just as 
safety? Why. be might bein any of the found- 
ling asylums in New York City, and who would 
be the wiser? Tue police have never searched 
there, and if they did they might not find bim.“ 

After describing nis connection with the case 
Westervelt went on to say: “IL had nothing to 
do with the kidnaping, but as T was Mosher’s 
brother-in-law everybody thought that I must 
be implicated init. I bad upward of fifty inter- 
views with Walling, and Pinkerton called on me 
and offered to take me into his detective 
agency, but 1 wouldn't go. I reported this to 
Walling. and it caused a vad feeling between 
them. We were working up every possible 
Cow. and on April ie, 1878. Walling told me he 
would like me to go to Philadelphia and tell the 
committee of citizens what I knew about the 
case. I told him I was willing to go, and be gave 
me $10 to pay my expenses. I cume over here 
and saw Christian K. Ross, the father of the boy, 
Capts. Heins and Wood, of the Police Depart- 
ment, and others. I hud a long conversa- 
tion with them in the Mayor's office, and 
they bad a shorthand reporter who took 
duwn what 1 said. 1 staid there 
until 2 o'clock, and when 1 wanted to 
leave they detained me. I siept that night in 
Lieut. Crout’s room, and the next day i was 
taken to the station-house on Buttonwood 
strect, above Tenth. I was tbrust into a cell, 
without uny bed or bedding, and suffered ter- 
riply from the cold. That night 1 slept on the 
stone floor with a tin cup for a pillow. They 
scarcely gave me enough to eat, notwithstand- 
ing my complaints. On the following Sunday it 
snowed, and Chicf of Polica Kennard H. Jones 
came up to see me and found me nearly frozen. 
He took me to the Station-house on Eleventh 
street, below Vine, and there I was treated very 
kindly. Iwas kept there until April 21 without 
any charge having been made aguinst me or any 
hearing before a maygistrate, Judge, or any 
other official. [was then sent to a at 
Prison, and on the 12th of May Counselor For 
called to see me and offered to take charge of my 
case. Lusked him who sent dim, and he said 1 
bad friends who would not see me wronged: 
but I never found out why he came. I was then 
brought into court on a writ of habeas corpus, 
and for the first time learned the charge against 
me, which was conspiracy to kidnap Charlie 
Ross. in the last of August my trial came up, 
and [ was so contident that I would be discharged 
that I made up all my underclothes and such 
things into a bundle and asked the keeper to 
send them to my address in New York, as 1 
might not have time to stop and get them 
coming back. My wife fully expected to go 
back with me in the morning, but my trial 
lasted twenty-one days. She spent all the little 
money she had, and they took up a _ coliection 
for her in the court-room, and the Judge, Dis- 
trict-Attorney, and nearly all the lawyers con- 
tributed. They raised $70 for her, and if they 
thought me guiity I don't believe they would 
have “one so. Well, I was convicted, and on the 
9th of October, 1875, 1 was sentenced to seven 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of $1." 

“ What do you intend to do now?” 

“Lam going right to my family in New York 
and try to get work. If I nave time 1 will try 
to investigate a certain clew in the abduction 
case that bas never been property worked up. 
It Mosher and Dougiass did steal the boy there 
must bave been a third person who took card of 
him, and I bave my suspicions as to who it was. 
I have no hard feelings against Mr. Rossa, because 
I would do anything to get possession of a child 
of mice, but 1 do blame bim for allowing an in- 
nocent man to suffer all these years after he 
knew that I could not throw any light on the 
mutter. If Leould beip him get the child I 
would cheerfully do sa. I have thought over 
every le clew quite as much as he bas. 
Last May Mosher's widow came to Bee me, but I 
could not learn anything from her that is not 
already known. I willtry every means to re- 
cover the child just for the satisfaction of 
clearing myself.“

The Story of 1880 Slowly Told—The 
Big Companies Gain; the 
Smaller Ones Lose. f 


Predictions of Prosperity for the Year 
1881—How the Gothamites 


Fool the Companies. 


More Incendiary Premiums, Perhaps 
—An English-Office Scandal 
—Various Interesting 
Items. 


Special Correspondence of ‘The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«k, Jan. 21.—The annual statements 
are appearing slowly. Those which show hand- 
some results in gains of net surplus are the first 
of those presented. There is great rivairy 
among the journals especially devoted to these 
matters to secure the first reports from a_ma- 
jority of the companies, as there is a demand 
arising from curiosity to see the figures, which 
gives a large sale to the earliest charts. But 
these early appearances are not always the 
most reliable, and the Official statements fre- 
quently change the comparisons which are so 
freely resorted to when the companies’ g- 
ures are all out. The daily papers have already 
been happy in displayed “ads” giving informa- 
tion of the happy lot of Several of the mam- 
moths. These are, of course, the best, and bay- 
ing been glorified in print dy their splendid 
showing in gains of net surplus, quietly stand 
back and let the real facts of their prosperity be 
duly analyzed by those who are behind the 
scenes. it is altowethéra fullacy this year to 
suppose that a company which bas gained 
in net surplus bas therefore made moncy 
in its legitimate business during the past 
year. Already one statement has appeared 
wherein an addition to net surplus of nearly 
£100,000 is given, and yet, paradoxical as if may 
seem, that Company upon its business has lost 
money. Its gains were entirely by the rise in 
Government bonds, the profits from this source 
being $140,000, while its losses in the excess of ex- 
pendicures over receipts were $38,009. In the en- 
baucement of securities the Hartford and 
English companies have mude treméndous 
gains. They all begin the year with more cash 
asscts in hand than ever before. 

TUE BIG FISH VS. THE LITTLE FISH. 

In ftire-insurauee, as in other branches of 
finance, trade, and commerce, the lawof in- 
crease, by which the large institutions gain in 
greater relative proportion than their smaller 
neighbors, holds good. The public mind seems 
to be drifting in insurance matters toward the 
great compauics. This is the underlying reason 
why English companies with enormous capitals 
are gradually driving out smaller Amer- 
ican offices, or, what is just the same, compel- 
ling the latter in the struggle to maintain 
their ascendency to work for less rates than 
their foreign rivals. This preference has been 
notorious during the past two years,and is 
steadily growing in strength. The statements 
for 18890 further prove that the companies which 
are recognized as the foremost in financial 
strength and skillful management have ad- 
vanced rapidly. and made far larger protits than 
their smaller neighvors, The idea seems to be 
that the best business seeks the strongdst com- 
panics, and the desirable risks are being rapidly 
concentrated into the great offices—Enylish and 
American. This is true of the large cities, but 
particularly of the medium-sized cities. Take 
uny second-class city in Uiinois or Ohio, and it 
will be found that the only companies whose 
business is worth a row of pins are those whose 
essets mount up in the millions. 
Agents in such places usually have a surfeit of 
companies. Their lists start off bravely with 
millionaires and their English offices, and end 
(like a country show with a farce) with a few 
small concerns. When such an egent secures a 
large line on a manufacturing risk, making 
enough to go uround, then the little fellows get 
a slice: but, if it Is. only a small line, 
then the customer exercises a prefer- 
ence, and selects the largest company, 
or, if it de a poor risk, which the gilt- 
edged othee won't take, then the little chap is 
made a slop-bucket of aud gets thedeavings. 
Every interior agent wilt recognize this state- - 
ment asa true account ot dis oon experience, 
and that’s the way the large companies ure get- 
ting the cream of the country’s business and 
keep down their loss ratios, while the small 
company gets only the surplus or refuse. Now 
that rates are tending upward, this preference 
is more marked than at any time since 1575, and 
it will grow in strepgth as the present year 
moves onward. 

THE OUTLOOK FOR THIS YEAR. 

The wiseacres of the buginess have had a 
pretty shrewd foresight into the movements of 
the business during the last two years. Some of 
shrewdest predicted last year just what has 
happened in the decreasing popularity of 
smaller companies and their continued struggle 
for life. Theo Wisest of them cannot torecaat 
the amount of losses, and their predictions are 
based upon a large-sized if,“ contingent upon 
ordinary average years of losses. It is of some 
importance, therefore, to Know that there is 
more buoyant feeling among the com panies 
and their officials than has existed for 
many years,—that is, among the promi- 
nent companies. There are still numer- 
ous croakers among the small-fry offices. They 
can sce no chance with their expense ratio of 45 
to 50 per cent competing with offices whose busi- 
ness is conducted at un expense of only or 55 per 
cent. They will continue tu croak and express 
their forebodings of a disastrous’ year, but it is 
only the reflection of narrow minds and ths in- 
evitable fate that awaits them. The men who 
are running the great companies., like the Hart- 
ford Company, tbe great New York Company, 
and the mammoth English offices, who jointiy 
handic three-quarters of all the fre- insurance 
premiumns, and pay two-thirds of all the losses 
paid in the United States,—these men are jubi- 
lant in tbeir happiness for the ensuing year. 
Their talk is in such marked contrast with for- 
mer declarations on this subject that they repre- 
sent an improved tone to the business, which is 
encouraging to lookers-on. There is much un- 
certainty and considerable dread of unfriendly 
and hostiic legislation. and likewise akeon sense 
of many necessary reforms in practice, but the 
current bas set in towurd better times and larger 
profita, and the companies rejoice accordingly. 
It would seem that the business boom for fire 
insurance was near at hand. It has been a long 
time in coming and will be warmly welcomed. 

THE KRA OF INNOVATIONS. 

It is generally admitted that the fire-insur- 
ance practices of Chicago are so nearly correct 
that there is but little chance to critivise it in de- 
tall. But if youragentsand companies are ever 
overrun with the brood of “patent forms” and 
„now ideas which infest the business here 
they better stop it in the beginning lest it over- 
helm them. ‘We are pestered with all sorts of 
new -fangied forms, and privileges and innova- 
tions designed to abolish or nullify some of the 
printed safeguards of the policy. It began with 
a mechanics’ privilege, permitting ordinary 
repairs without prejudice,” then abrogating the 
probibition of carpenters working on premises 
insured. Then it was changed to “ necessary 
repairs,” which broadened it to include any car- 
penters’ work deemed necessary by the assured. 
Then it sprung up in the amendment to firm 
styles, however constituted during the con- 
tinuance of this polliey. This inuovation per- 
mitted anybody to join or leave an established 
firm, and so long as their firm style 
was unchanged the policy remained in- 
tact. although all the original parties, in 
whose honesty or integrity the companies 
placed so much reliance may have sold out to 
the veriest scalawags in town. Lately a new 
form bas appeared with all the last mentioned 
features, and the words “and their suceessors"” 
added thereto, so that the policy would bind if 
the original firm should sell out to rascals, and 
they in their turn sell out to worse rascals. This 
was the last feather that broke the camel’s back, 
una at a recent moeting of the Board of Under- 
writers a resolution was passed condemning the 
proposed addition of “ successors”’ as vicious 
and dangerous. Itis only surprising that con- 
certed action of this kind was neceseary, when 
the individual companies by Tee ge refusing 
their assent to it would have the scheme 
in its inciplency. 

ANOTHER CLEVER DODGE. 


The New York merchants, by the aid of their» 


fire-insurance brokers, are the sharpest of their 
kind. Recently a new dodge has been tried (and 
partialiy succeeded) to incorporate in an insur- 
ance form this clause: 
sah’ Tess ated Sethe soa 
property oa the day succeeding the lows. 

Many companies unsuspectingly swallowed 
this device, but it has been so thoroughly ex- 


change Fire-Insurance Company, composing a 
fourth part of the combination known as the 
»Underwriters' Alliance” (the other companies 
being the Manufacturers’ & Builders’, Sterling, 
and Knickerbocker), has given notice to 
Messrs. Satterice, Bostwick & Martin, General 
Agents of the Association, that they will 
Withdraw from the said Alliance on apd after a 
certain date. This will doubtiess be pews to 
most of the Western agents of the Under- 
writers’ Alliance, and they may act according!r. 
It is not probabie the other three companies will 
continue the arrangement. In fact, it is rumored 
already that the * Sterling” is secking an amal- 
gimation with another company, and that the 
Alliance’ contract is the greatest stumbling 
block in its way. The Manuiucturers’ & Build - 
ers, one of the remaining companies, has been 
one of the most presperous of the smaller local 
companies, and ita intimates were astounded 
when they urst heard that the Company had en- 
tered into an alliance under such auspices, 
“ ASSOCIATE MANAGER.” 

The affairs of the Queen office continue to be 
the subject ef considerable street gossip. Since 
the Western Department has been settled by the 
appointment of Mr. Rogers, the Liverpool 
Sub-Manager, Mr. Thomson, bus been in the 
city, and announces himself as an intended resi- 
dent of New York until the Company's business 
in this country is reorganized to the satisfaction 
of the Liverpool office. In all the printed an- 
nouncements of the Company now the name of 
Mr. WV. M. Ross is given as “Associate 
Manager, and the quid mutes are 
wondering whois the other “ Associate Mana- 
or.“ It is stated that Mr. Thomson is the man. 
but this is probably a canard. The Sub-Mana- 
ger is here to appolnt an Assistant Manager, 
and he says no name has been selected. He 
mentions the additional circumstance that no 
nume yet presented to him is satisfactory to the 
head oftice, and the whole question of the selec- 
tion has been postponed. In the meantime it 
hes been publicly printed ina morning paper 
that the “Queen” has lost money during the past 
Jeux, and itis quite certain that the internal 
feud which has culminated in an effortto re- 
move Mr. W. H. Ross from the position of Chief 
American Manager has worked great harm to the 
Company's revcnnes in this country. There are 
ugly rumors current that the American state- 
ments of the Company have not been altogether 
fair, and that itis simply making up in its re- 
per for 1880 for past errors and omissions, 
ringing the affairs of the Company down to the 
roek-bottom. This is the explanation ot the re- 
ported bad luck in 1880. If the Liverpool Direct- 
ors of; this unquestionably sound Company have 
any sense they will settle the scandal in the 
American branch at once and let the Company 
and its agents settle down to the harvest of prof- 
it which good management would bring it. 

OW AMONG DIRY-GOODS COM MISSION-MEN, 

The question whether insurance policies upon 
the stock of merchandise held by manvfact- 

urers’ agents, commonly known as dry-gdods 
com mission-houses, cover the “commissions” 
of such merchants, is being agitated afresb in 
consequence of the discovery that several com- 
panies bave smuggled into their policies a clause 
which expressly declares that they will not and 
do not cover “commissions on merchandise in 
the hands of consigners.” Several of these 
policies have been rejected by the largest dry- 
goods commission firms, and as they hoid insur- 
ances to the nount of abuut 80.000. 00% In this 
cuty. it will be seen that the question isan im- 
portant one. There was a big row over this 
question ut the time of the great fire in Boston 
in 1872. Manyof the companies sought to de- 
duct commissions from the cluimsof the man- 
ufacturers’ agents. They objectell, and the 
question threatened to be a very troublesome 
one. The English office waived the point, how- 
ever, and this forced the leading American com- 
panies to abandon itlikewise. But the Home and 
Continental, of this city, were obstinate, 
and beld out fer some time after, but 
tho Home finally backed down, and 
the Continental, unwilling to bear 
the brunt of the controversy and possibly an ex- 
pensive lawsuit alone, also yielded, altbough 
with some show of hard feeling toward the 
Home on that account. The commission men 
are perfectly willing to take their chances with 
the policies silent upon the point in question, 
but they decidedly object to being estopped 
from their claims by a clause exempting the 
Company from hability as proposed. This agi- 
tation will probably lead to some pubdlie declara- 
tion on the subject which will settle (or possibly 
unsettle) the whole business. 
LLANKET FORMS FOR LAKE BUSINESS, 

With the disastrous expericnce of the past 
season on the lakes it is somewhat strange to 
find companies courting misfortune by accept- 
ing forms of policies which seem to invite losses. 
It is a marvelous fact that companies will per- 
severe in trying to extraet profits from practices 
at variance with sound judgment and correct 
underwriting, but they do it alt the same. Re- 
eently contracts bave been made to insure goods 
transported by rail, aud lakes, and canal, by 
ali routes from New York to Chicago the 
year around, at 12 per cent per annum 
eacb policy containing a reinstating clause pro- 
viding that ino cuse of loss the pole shall in- 
stantiy be reinstated for its full amount.—the 
premium for such reinstatement to be paid vy 
the assured upon demand by the Company. 
Should this lucky party bave goods in a half 
dozen lake eraft. next October during a great 
storm and all be lost. be would have full iusur- 
ance on each vessel for a premium (payable 
after a loss) on each, deducted from a previous 
joss. There are only three of these policies 
issued so far as known for one firm. The rate 
is 12 per cent,—dirt cheap, your marine agents 
will tell you, 
ONE OF THE “FRENCH CORPORATION” 
VENTURES, 

Now that the La Caisse,” alias the French 
Corporation,” bas withdrawn from the country 
and its French manager gone home, it has 
leaked out that the Company made money in the 
West, but lost it in the East. The Company had 
a large amount of most cxccllent business, and 
was well managed in the West by its Chicago 
agents, W. G. McCormick & Co., and its Western 
Manager, Byron D. West, Esg.; but elsewhere 
its profits were nihil! One of the 
infatuations which the New York repre- 
sentative of the Company held was 
the iden of making money in railroad blau- 
kets,” covering vast risks for premium on a 
comparatively insignificant amount. Ina mo- 
ment of blind zeal he accepted a reinsurance 
contract covering the common carrier risks of 
the Liverpool & London & Globe Insurance 
Company upon certain Southern railroads to the 
amount of 875.000. As the original risks were 
limited in their application to about $2,500 per 
car, it is not to be supposed that the amount ne- 
cepted was) excessive. The rate was 15 per 
cent, —truly a temptmg morsel to any agent 
working a company on tu per cent commission. 
Tne most extraordinary part of the contract was 
a clause in substance as follows: 

It is agreed thal tits policy shall not de canceled un- 
lees one-third of the face thereof be exhausted by losses, 
and in that event not until ten days’ notice has been 
given to the Company reinsured. 

This wonderful contract covered losses on cot- 
ton in transit on Southern railroads, and was an 
excellent thing for the Liverpool! & London & 
Giobe, but a poor venture for the Frenchman. 
It was canceled after the “one-tuird” part 
mentioned head been puid out in losses, and it is 
safe tosay that if it bad been continued long 
enough it would have been all absorbed in the 
same way. ' 

WITHDRAWAIS FROM NEW YORK 
aie still the order of the day. The enormous 
expense of doing business here seems to frighten 
away many of the out-of-town companies. 
About one year ago the Mercantile of Boston 
resumed its New York agenoy aiter staying 
away an entire year. It is now withdruwn again 
after a year, wherein its expenses have becn 
over 45 per cent. The Newark Fire bas with- 
drawn from the same agency for the same rea- 
son. The Meriden has quit and reinsured. The 
Firemen’s of Baltimore, the Mechanics’ of Bos- 
ton, the German of Baltimore. and the People's 
ot Trenton are among the “outs.” Several of 
these companies have been badly handled bere, 
and their withdrawal is not surprising. 
MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

The Union of San Francisco has made appli- 
cation, it is reported, for admission into the 
State, and has been kept out on the cround that 
itis engaged in ocean marine business, which 
new York companies are not permitted by their 
charters to engage in. The Commercial of San 
Francisco was kept out year before last for the

“ DIGNITY OF THE SENATE.” 


Senators Mill and Saulsbury on the 
Rawmpazge—Detcrmination to » Make 
It Hot fer the Press.” 

Spectal to New York Herald, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—That fearful and won- 
derful thing, the “dignity of the Senate,” has 
been taken down off its sheif by Senators Hill 
and Saulsbury, and is, they say, to be aired in 
great state. 

Probably it never occurred to you in New 
York that the Senate had any dignity at all. 
Sucha supposition would only show your igno- 
rance,however, and that defect the great Senator 
Hill and the thinner but almost equally great 
Senator Saulsbury are gomg to cure you of; and 
for a wonder they have got a volunteer assistant 
in Senator Edmunds. You are advised not to 
take too much stock in Senator Edmunds’ co- 
operation until it is confirmed. te use a Sen- 
atorial phrase. Senator Edmunds has not been 


hitherto a kind of man whom it wus easy to 
catch by sprinkling salt on bis tail. Maybe he 
is going to get in the same boat with Mr. Hill, 
but he knows too much to go tothe same place. 

The “dignity of the Senate” is a very remark- 
able thing, as yon ought to understand. Like 
some deheate women, it bears the most surpris- 
ing strains and bardships withouc wincing, and 
—— sume day fails into hysterics over a mos- 
quito. ' 

It might not offend the “dignity of the Sen- | 
ato, for instance, if it were conscious that one, 
two, four, six, eight Senators were “drunk on | 
duty,’ as the army regulations have it. 

it might not offend rhe “dignity of the Sen- 
ate” if it should become conscious that an 
august Senator was carefully walking down one 
grand staircase in the Capitol to avoid a poor 
woman with «a baby waiting for him at the foot 
of another grand staircase, 

it might not even alarm the “ dignity of the 
Senate’ to become nwure that some august Sen- 
ators speculated in Wall street on the probable 
success of bills of their own introduction; that 
other august Senators were at times drunk 
and disorderly’ and in houses to which the 
— adjectives could be applied without injus-

lu fact the stamina, so to speak, and even the 
toughness of the “dignity of the Senate is 
wonderful; but then, just when everybody has 
stopped inquiring about its welfare, slap-bang 
it gues down on the floor in a nt, and Senator 
Hiil reaches to pick the poor thing up and ad- 
minister restorutives and cries for vengeance. 
Whut has just now knocked the “dignity end- 
wise, so to speak, and into Mr. Hill's arms, is the 
recent publicadon of the Chinese treaty. 

PUBLICATION OF THE CHINESE TREATY. 

This Chinese Treaty was, it seems, a contiden- 
tial document; a document, that is to say, which 
some muddie-witted and pretentious Senators 
please themselves with thinking they will eon- 
sider and determine in secret without the knowl- 
edge of the people. 

Of course every man, in or out of the Senate, 
with half an ounce of brains knows that the 
Senate would not dare to come tos conclusion 
about the Chinese Treaty until it had been seen 
by the people and discussed by the press. Sena- 
tor Eaton, who as Chairman of the Forcigu Re- 
utions Commitiee has charge of the treaty, 
has not, so far as Known, compiained of the pub- 
lication: but Senator Eaton is a very sensible, 
clear-headed man, aud a Senator conspicuously 
averse to the ridiculous little humbugs and 
shums which go to make up the “dignity of the 
Senate.“ The Herald, on the 6th of January, 
before the treaty had even arrived in this coun- 
try, made public its entire contents, in a letter 
from Shanghai, and so far served and informed 
the country, as is its custom. What the Herald 
and a dozen or fifteen more newspaper corre- 
spondents did here the othor day was to secure 
otlicial copies of the treaty and telegraph them 
to the papers they represents It is this which 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Saulsbury cousider to be hurt- 
ful to the “dignity of the Senate.” Sofar as it 
is possible to get at the sentiments of Senators, 
it is doubtful if so many as haif a dozen agree 
with Messrs. Hill and Saulsbury. The general 
and perfectly correct opinion is that the treaty 
and the correspondence accun:panying it should 
have been sett to the press all over 
the country, to be thorovgebly and pub- 
licly discussed by the people betore the Senate 
acted. It is surely a curious piece ofsimperti- 
nence in seventy-six men, very few of whom 
have more than average ‘intelligence or ability, 
to assume to themselves the right to judge in 
secret of so important u public document to the 
exciusion of 51,000,000 of the people. Unt the 
fact is that really able Senators despise the petty 
claptrap of secrecy, and would be glad to get rid 
of it. 

Sensible Senators know from long experience 
that sec,ct documents which yvught to be made 
public atways get out; and they are glad of it. 
Sensible Senators also know, and many of them 
have said it. that if the publie interest should 
ectually require that a document be kept secure, 
it would be the surest means to this end to cull 
the principal correspondents here into councll 
and explain to them that there opght on public 
grounds to be no publication. re is no cor- 
respondent here of even moderate ability and 
infinence who is not the constant recipient of 
confidential information, and such trust is never 
violated. 


EXECUTIVE SESSIONS. 

The whole business of secret and executive 
sessions is and has for years been simply a fraud 
—oae of those aer pretenses by which Sena- 
tors without ability or character to fit them fur 
their positions try to boister up the Senatorial 
dignity. What goes on in executive sessions 
aside from the scolding and apitting of a parcel 
of old taubbies, is 30 easily known that it is left 
by the correspandents entirely to the Associated 
Press. Nor is there a single reason for a con- 
tinuence of the executive sessions, so called. It 
is at these that the Senate, sittmg with closed 
doors, considers and votes on the nominations 
sent in by the President and reported by com- 
mittees. It bas sometimes been said that these 
deliberations ought to be sceret because at 
them the characters of officers nominated by 
the President are considered, but there is 
nothing in tbis. The character of the 
President binself and of every Senator 
and Representative and of ai! elective offi- 
cers down to Aldermen is considered in the most 
public manner and by the whole people at etec- 
tions. What is there sacred about the character 
of u Collector of Customs or Postmaster that it 
alone must be scrutinized in secret with locked 
doors? 

The executive sessions are the places where a 
shrewd President makes his burguins, through 
his agents among the Senators, for the confirma- 
tion of his and their favoritg. These secret ses- 
sions are the last stronghold of whatever tend- 
eney to corruption and favoritism exists in our 
Civil Service. Whatever bargains are there 
made inevitably sacrifice the general good for 
the personal objects of a President and his 
hangers-on, or of individual Senators combining 
together to share public plander among them- 
selves. If the Ctvil-Service reformers were 
practical people they would give their at- 
tention less to the ponderous plaus and laws 
which some t them evolve, and more to the 
abolition of executive sessions. Whenever 
Presidential nominations are considered in pub- 
lic and open sessions, as they ought to be, the 
cuuse of real Civil Service reform will be car- 
ried, because then the publie, which pays the 
Postmasters and Collectors, Indian Agents, and 
other petty officers, will have an opportunity to 
hear all about them before they are confirmed, 
and will no longer be at the meroy of secret 
cabals among Senators, or of White House in- 
trigues in the Senate. The only reason a Presi- 
dent dares to nominate an incompetent favorit 
of his own or of some Senator to office is that he 
knows the man’s incapacity and 
will be discussed onlyin the secret executive 


session.

FINANCIAL, 


Very little was known in Chicago about the 
stock market except what was evident from the 
quotations, which were supplied with reason- 
able promptness, considering the limited facili- 
ties at the disposal of the telegraph company. 
Our night dispatches in another column give 
what news was obtainable with regard to the 
Wall street market. 

As\shown by the fluctuations, the market 
opened weak, rallied, and closed weak again. 
The Granger stocks were conspicuous in the 
decline. It is probable that Wall street is dis- 
counting the effect of the recent storms on the 
traffic of the roads, 

The coal stocks were active, Lackawanna ad- 
vancing to 1251, Hudson to 10944, Jersey Central 
to 924, and Reading to 6444. At the close, all

Illinois Central advanced from 
131 to 132%, but closed at L314. New York Cen- 
tral sold down to 150%, recovering only M. to 
150536.

After perusing this letter I became at once con- 
vinced that the insinuation that Storey sup- 
ported Hancock only because Barnum paid him 
(Storey) a visit, was d lie. But Storey must have 
received his advice from the bad spirits, because 
nobody will or cun believe that the good spirits 
will have any intercourse whatever with a 
Storey. The bad spirits not alone guided him in 
politics, but also in several other matters and 
things. They undoubtedly advised him to build

Emphatic. Statement from Father Albrinck-= 
The King of Bavaria Assists a Cincin- 
nati Colored Church: 


The latest step in the suit of tha assignee of 
Archbishop Purcell against the Catholic Church 
of Diocese of Cincinnati has brought out 
some interesting depositions, showing how the 
money was raised by the various Catholic 
churches for church-buildings, schools, etc. 
When the Archbishop's assignees first filed a pe- 
tition for the sale of the Catholic church posses- 
sions, it was for property only contained in Ham- 
ilton Oounty with few exveptions. Subsequent- 
ly he filed an amended petition so as to include 
the entire Cincinnati Diocese, which embraces 
one-third of the State of Ohio. This action 
brought dozens of new litigants into the field, 
as the churches in other counties felt that their 
property was imperiled. In support of the 
Church a mass of depositions were filed and pub- 
lished in the Cincinnati Commercial of Saturday. 
These depositions show that the money for 
pe se ae did not come from the Pur- 
celts, 


REUBEN R. SPRINGER, 
who states that he had been a member of St. 
Peter's Church since 1830, said, when asxed to 
state in detail how much he had given for the 
erection of the Cathedral or Cathedral residence: 
“My first donation was $10,000 toward build- 


ing the Cathedral, and afterward $5,000 toward 
finisn the tower and spire. I had the central 
rand altar made in Italy, and had it put up. 


he expense I don't recollect—-about $1,900. I 
had the clock, and eleven bells forming the 
chimes, prs upin the tower,at an expense of 

„000. had the heating apparatus put in. 
which cost me $4,800. Then I, with other mem- 
bers of the congregation, had the Bishop's resi- 
dence built, which cost $5,000; my recollection 
is that my contribution was about $700, which 
I cancele bY the purchase of three pows in the 
Cathedral. I put in four stained-glass windows 
at a cost of $2.200. That is about ail I can recol- 
lectin the way of direct donations.

THE REV. AUGUSTUS u. TOEBBE, 
Bishop of the Covington (Ky.) Diocese, formerly 
connected with the church at Cumminsville, said 
that during his connéction with that church, in 
1856, he raised $1,200 Dutside of the regular in- 
come of the church for its improvement. 

Q.— What, if any, money was ever received dur- 
ing your time or to your knowledge for Bishop 
Purcell or bis brother, Edward Purcell, either for 
the payment of the property, the lot, or the 
improvement of it, ur for the church or school 
inany way?”

We gave him an 
annual report of the condition of the church, 
and the amount of bondsoutstanding. The con- 
gregation, the pastor, and the teachers were in 
possession of the church, pastor's house, teach- 
ers’ house, and school-house, and such posses- 
sion was open to the public.” 


G. H. LINGERS 
says that he “was present almost every day 


and while they were making the improvements 
during Father Ublig’s time. The lot was ob- 
tained frum Donnersberger. think it was 
given for the purpose of building a church 
thereon,—given to the congregation for that 

urpose, i was Treasurer of the church up to 
876, until Mr. „ took my place. It was 
decided at a meeting ot the whole congregation 
to buy the school-house lot at the lowest price. 
Father Albrinck, Shoemacher, myself, and other 
members of the Board got Dr. O. M. Langdon to 
buy in the lot for us.

It was paid 
by moneys of the congregation.” 

THE REV. J. c. ALBRINCK, 


pastor of Holy Trinity, deposed: 

I was its pastor from June, 1858, to May, 1872. 
The church-lot had been donated by Edward 
Blunt to the eongregation. The church and 
pastoral residence were put up by collections 
from the congregation and borrowed money. 
There was an indebtedness of $4,000 on the 
church-property, represented by its bonds,—such 
as are and have been used by Holy Trinity,— 
when 1 took charge. In 1860 | tore down the 
old church and built the present one, at a cost of 
‘neariy $9,000. Ten or eleven years later I en- 
larged the pastoral residence at a cost of a little 
over $3,000. This money was raised in part by 
collections and contributions, but in chief upon 
money borrowed, for which the church bonds 
were given. In 18631 bought a piece of land 
from Robert Carson on the north side of St. Mary 
street; on this 1 built a parochial school-house 
tor a little over $3,000. 1 raised the 
money by selling an old school-house and 
lot in the town, belonging to the con- 
gregation, from which I got ; and 1 
raised money by collections,—the amount I cant 
state exactly,—and for the balance the church 
bonds were given; and, by judicious manage- 
ment of the financial affairs ot the church, I 
paid all the abcve indebtedness, except $7,000, 
which was the indebtedness of the church 
when [left there, represented by the church 
bonds. Durmg that period I bought & piece of 
property, between one and two acres in size, for 
the church; part of it was used for the school- 
lot, and part tor other purposes. I sold two 
lots of this for $625. having given $890 for the 
whole; one jot was sold to George Swingert, and 
the other to Mr. William Shilling, All that was 
not sold to those parties is held by the church 
and for school pur 8. first built a school- 
house on the part did not soll, and used all 1 
did not sell for the school-house and in connec- 
tion with it.

that they asked, was that the city should give 
some evidence that it was trying to obviate the 
difficulties under whieh they labored. They were 
satisfied that the pumping of 50,000 cubic feet a 
minute into the canal from the river would save 
them from all the annoyances they were now 
suffering from the sewerage of Chicago, and it 
seemed to him that some plan should be adopted 
that would clean the river and carry the water 
through the cana) witbout destroying all the 
residence property along the line. The kepre- 
sentatives of the districts along the canal and 
the Illinois River bad always belped Chicago in 
the Legislature, considering her interest their 
own, and Ohicago ought to do whatever she 
could to obviate the .diffiicuity. It was certain 
that something would have to be done, He 
hoped that ultimately; the United States would 
make a ship canal o present one, and there- 
by relieve Chicago entirely of its sewage, but 
that wasa matter of time. The pumping-works 
would answer the pu for the present puri- 
fying of the river, and jmprove the health of the 
city and of the territory along the canal and the 
lilinois River. 

On motion of Ald. Smyth, the resolations were 
referred to the Judiciary Committee, with in- 
structions to report upon the whole subject at 
the next regular meeting, their report to be a 
special order. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Ald. Clark called up the ordinance governing 
the laying of sidewalks. 

Ald. Dixon was o and, with a view to 
defeating it, moved to so amend that it should 
embrace certain portions of the West Side.

The Street Improvements to Cut a 
Big Figure in the Expense 
Accounts. 


Commissioner Waller, of the Department of 
Public Works, yesterday afternoon completed 
the figures of his estimates of the needs of his 
Department for the year 1881, and sent them to 
the Controller. The t®bies, statements, and de- 
tails accompanying are Very complete. Mr. 
Waller bas evidently taken pains and care to 
cut down, yet he does not qu®e come up to Mr. 
Gurney’s ideas as to what should be within Hmits. 
Nearly one-baif of the appropriations asked for 
are for the completion of the new City- Hall, and 
the large amount asked for special assessments 
—#$420,000—is wholly due to the large number of 
improvements of new streets already or- 


dered b the City Council. Some 
of these rs will have to be rescinded, as 
there is no way by which they can be carried 
through during the present year. The report 
has been delayed on this account, and the order- 
ing of additional improvenments this year by 
the Council has not yet ce Last year the 
amount appropriated for special assessments 
was $150,000), while in 1879 it amounted to but 
$00,000. It is very evident, from all the indica- 
tions, thal unless a decided halt is cailed some- 
where, all the savings accumulated under the 
system inaugurated by the Heath Administra- 
tion will be exhausted, and another year will see 
Chicago without ready cash, the result of being 
too liberal, when there #6 no real reason for it. 
As it looks now, scrip will have to be issued to 
perhaps the extent of $200,000 this year, unless 
somebody's estimates are materially lopped off 
by the Council, d allowed to go over for 
another year. Mr. Waller's recommendations to 
the Controller and estimate of costs of publie 
improvements and repairs are as follows:

Statement (Marked No. 3) shows 
as follows: The amount appropriated to be ex- 
pended by this Department in 1880 for improve- 
ments and repairs other than those payable out 
of the Water and New City-Hall Funds was 
$1,110,340. Of this sum there has been expended 
in improvements, repairs, etc., as shown in gaid 
statement No. 3, $642,924, leaving unexpended 
$267,416. 

The estimates submitted cover the whole 

round of needed outlays by this Department 

uring the present year in taking care ot the 
city’s 8 and in making such improve- 
ments as have, in most cases, been already or- 
dered by the City Council. Nothing is asked for 
therein that I believe can be prudently post- 
poned or avoided. 

IN THE ESTIMATES FOR SALARIES 

I have put down a slight increase in a few cases 
where it seemed to me especially called for and 
just. The rates of salaries paid through- 
out my Department, since 1 have been 
in office, have been, those which 
were fixed under the inforced economy 
necessitated by the hard times which prevailed 
a few years back. Business has again revived, 
money is abundant, rents and the necssitieof 
life have advanced in price, and I think it just 
and equitable that in fixing salaries now these 
facts should be duly weighed and considered. I 
am as much in favur of judicious and persistent 
economy as any one, and i would guard the 
city’s interest against any unnecessary outlay 
of money precisely as 1 would my own. I be- 
lieve, however, in selecting efficient and faithful 
men for the city’s service, in paying them fair 
wages, and requiring them to earn all they get. 
This is fatr on both sides, and is the policy pur-, 
sued by our most successful business-men. ; 

The salary of the Chicf Engineer of a city hike 
this should be considerabiy more than is now 

aid. I have put down $5,600, and I believe that 
t should be even more than this. 

The office of Commissioner of Public Works is 
as im portant as any other in the Municipal Gov- 
ernment. It is as difficult to fill, involves a great 
responsibility. because of the heavy disburse- 
ments made through this Vepartment, the du- 
ties are widesprend and varied, and, certainly, 
as onerous as those of any other Department. |! 
think the salary should be at least $4,500, and 
I dare put down. this amount in the 
salary estimates. The pay of the old 

of Public Works was $12,000 
per unnum. In conclusion, I desire tosay aword 
in behalf of the bridge-tenders. ‘hey are a hard- 
worked, much abused, and poorly paid class of 
the city’s servants. 1 submit the schedule of 
prices, the same as last year, but sincercly hope 
that the City Council will increase their pay 
throughout.

But it would be singular, indeed, if such a 
gigantic organization, by far the greatest of its 
kind in the world, did not make some mistakes 
and under all the circumstanees, itis not at al 
surprising that some pew and startling princi- 
ples in electrical science applicable to teleg- 
raphy have been discovered and have not been 
appreciated by the manager's of the great would- 
be monopoly, while a new company, without 
concerning themselves about tne adverse views 
of those managers, have purchased the patents 
of the improvements referred to, and, quite in- 
dependent of the financial and commercial 
public, are building very superior lines with 
their own capital, 3 completed one 
line from Boston to Washington, and have a 
second line (over a different route) in course of 
construction, with ample funds at command to 
extend their lines by three routes the present 
year to the West and by two routes to the South 
and Southwest. 

This young and vigorous company is appropri- 
ately named the * Rapid” Telegraph Company, 
as its wonderful system enabies it to telegraph 
accurately and reliably over each of its three 
wires at the rate of one to two thousand words 
per minute, at the pleasure of the — — rd 
of very simple machinery. in place of fifteen to 
twenty-five words per minute, a any vf the 
systems fn use by the Western Union Company. 


The Electricians Eager to Find a Lasting in- 
oe ee 


As every one knows, the recent severe storms 
of 2 sleet in the East have been at- 
tended by the most calamitous results to tele- 
gmph companies. The sleet coated tho wires 
with ice to the thickness of several inches, and, 
unable to bear the enormous increase of weight, 
wires, poles, and everything connected with 
them succumbed to the storm. Telegraphic 
communication was interfered with toan alarm- 
ing extent, and miles and miles of wire de- 
manded reconstruction at an expense of thou - 
sands of dollars. 

To one who has given the matter any thought 
the idea probably suggested itself that the 
storm’s work would give an increased impetus

relative to which there has been much discus- 
sion and many theories and experiments. How- 
ever, when a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday made 
the rounds among Ch electricians and the 
officials of the telegraph and — 25 com- 
panies, be fouud that as yet there ad been no 
addition to the already great interest shown in 
the problem. It was by no means the first time 
that 18 anies had been sub- 
jected to losses in the hae manner, and they 
knew that any winter was liable to bene 
repetition of the disastrous occurrence. A fe 
years ago, for instance, there came to Chi 
sleet-storm which covered the telegraph wires 
with solid ice to such an extent that they 
appeared like immense bawsers,—six or eight 
inches thick,—and stoutest of cedar poles 
were snapped off by the frightful strain as 
tnough they had been made of chaik. The re- 
sult was that for about three days Chicago had 
very littie telegraphic communication with the 
outside world.

It is needless to state that hundreds 2 
rimed and weather-stained telegraph poles 
u the heart of a city—unsightly’ spectres pro-

phone, fire and police alarm—bas threa 
the air with a network of wires 
which not only interfere with each other, but 
are generally in the way. The demand, too, for 
these facilities increases so rapidiy that ones 
mind becomes lost in endeavoring to contem- 
late what the appearance of a city will be one 
— years hence unless the great problem 
is solved. Hence it is no wonder that fais last 
storm-havoc was not needed to stir up the elec- 
tricians to diligent inquiry in the premises. 


IN PARIS, LONDON, BERLIN, 


and other of the principal European cities tne 
underground system is in use, and, upon learn- 
ing thi ple of this country naturally ob- 
serve Weill, it can be done in Europe—whby not 
here? Have'nt we got telegraphy down to as 
fine a point in this country as they have over 
there?’ This question can be answered by 
what was said to the reporter yosterday by Mr. 
. H. Summers, Electrician of the estern 
Union Telegraph Company. Said Mr. Summers: 
People here don’t know what they ure talking 
about when they ask such questions as that. 
One reason why we could not adopt the London 
underground system here is just because teleg- 
raphy bus been reduced to so very fine a point 
in this country. We have thou s more miles 
of wires here and hundreds of branch offices in 
cities where London has only two or three. 
Why, in this city, a man can stand on the floor 
of the Board of Trade, send. a message to 
a man on the floor of the New York 
Board, and get bis answer in 
from one to three minutes,—important 
pews as to quotations, ete. Again, you get here 
the markets telegraphed to hotels. and 

printed ready for reading. and also find branch 
or private otlices scattered all over town. There 
is nothing like that in London,— are too 
slow there. They have main 0 but their 
branch offices are only connected by means of 
pneumatic tubes. Americans could not stand 
the delay of this system. Furthermore, 
Chief Electrician of the London Company. who 
visited this country not long ago to inspect our 
system, told me that 

THE EXPENSE IN LONDON WAS PNORMOUS,} 
and that it could only be sustained by the Gov- 
ernment aid. What would it be if y had as 
many local wires as we have instead of only 
trunk lines? In Paris the expense is not so great 


because there the wires are simply hung to the 


inside walls of the mammoth sewers, just as 
they are inthis city bung o the walls ot 
tunnels. In London the wires are insulated, 
put in iron pipes, and laid about two feet under 
ground. These pipes run north. south, east. and 
west outof the city,the number of wires iu a 
pipe and the number of © varying. But 
they are all trunk lines, as said before, and 
could not be used in a multiform 
local system like ours. The expense 
would be too great and it would be otherwise 
impracticabie. The wires will burn out, ane 
there has not yet been discovered any insulator 
which wlll not graduaily deteriorate, owing to 
the chemical action of the electric current. The 
wires have to be drawn out of the Bipes and 
supplied with a new insulator, and pe s both 
new wires and anew insulator have to ro- 
vided. To accomplish this there is a man-hole 
into which the London pipes (screw pointed) run 
at every 400 feet. One section of the cable of 
wires 400 feet long is drawn out of the pipe into 
a man-hole, the further end first having at- 
tached to it a new section of cable of the same 
length; so that as the old one is drawn out 
of the pipe into one man- does to be 
carted away

gtaphic monopoly. Mr. Gerritt Smith, late 
chief of the Practical Electrician's Depart- 
ment of the Western Union Company, and 
well Known as one of the abiest and most re- 
liable electricians and telegraphers in the coun- 
try, said a few days ago to an interviewer: 
“The practicability and success of the ‘ Rapid’ 
system bas been clearly demofstrated during 
the past six months; and, despite the fact that 
all the operatives in the several branches of the 
business hadto be subjected to special training, 
e service has been rendered to the 
public.” 

The “Rapid” Company are telegraphing to 
ail ite stations within 500 miles twenty words for 
15 cents, and ten extra words for five cents, all 
exclusive of address and signature, and are 
making a living profit, while President Green, 
of the Western Union Company, says his old 
and well systematized company cunnot tele- 
graph ten words even five miles without an 
actual loss to his company. 

The actual cost of telegraphing, by the 
“Rapid” system, 1000 words (bout halt a 
coluunn of the Heruld), over a circeit of 500 
miles and delivering it in fair Roman print, line 
under line, is less than 25 cents! 

So it would appear that cheap telegraphy—as 
cheap as was the postage on letters a few years 
agzo—has been found at last, and it will be wholly 
the fault of the commercial public if n has not 
come to stay. 

A very interesting feature of the new system 
of telegraphing consists in a small ratus 
which any person can operate at sight, which 
nine-tenths of the whole work of telegra 
can be done by the jJuntor clerk of mercantile 
otfices, and messages or letters thus prepared 
can be telegraphed in absolute secrecy, at rates 
but slightly above the cost of mail matter. I 
speak advisedly when 1 say that the Western 
Union Company can no more exist as a compet- 
itor of the Rapid Company than a coach can 
witha railroad. The Rapid Company bave no 
stock for sale, and have no financial favors to 
ask of the public. Mr. Edwin Reed is President 
of the Company, and Messrs, Peabody, Kidder & 
Co. are among the principal promoters of a sys- 
tem which is destined to cifoct a complete revo- 
lution in telegraphy in a very brief > 0
